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CONTROLS AND CONVERSION 


T= REALLOCATION OF MATERIALS, 

from wartime control to enable indtistry 
to reconvert to peace-time demand, is not 
so simple as it appears, In the first place 
there are comparatively few industries 
which use the same materials to manufac- 
ture a peacetime product. Nor do they 
use the same quantities of different ma- 
terials as have been required for war. In 
the second place there is the question of 
price control which ‘is principally used as a 
brake to inflation, -| 

Thus the War Time Production Board 
which id responsible for the release’ of ma 
terial, may have its efforts nullified by the 
War Time Price Board having a different 
objective in view. The intentions of both | 
might be excellent but they are governed by | 
different factors which need recognition if 


their intentions are to be realized. Calling | 


attention to this. fact does not imply any 
criticism of either of the boards. They are 
fully aware of the differences between a/ 
free market and one that is controlled, But | 


(the public, which is chiefly concerned, may | 


not have the same awareness, due to the} 
fact that the relation between price and| 
market can be neglected by the exigencies | 
of wat and by the expediencies induced by | 
clamor. 

Supposing the production board releases 
the types of materials the manufacturer re 
quires to start production for his peace 
time market, and simultaneously the price 
control for these same materials is can-| 
celled, he still has to hurdle the fact that | 
the finished product, after it has passed 
through wage controls and emerges on the 
market designed to the latest fashion, may 
be price-controlled in order to prevent in- 
flation. The entire costs of production may 
have been altered by the war and the dif- 
ferent costs of the materials embodied in| 
the goods marketed. So that the manufac 
turer may have no past by which price 
contro] can judge the right price for the fin- | 
ished product, and no future when he finally 
gets his goods on to the market if the price 
is not in line with demand. 

It Mlustrates precisely the difference be- 
tween a free market and one that is con 
trolied at any point along the road from 
raw material to consumer. If the material | 
is freed, then the goods produced from that 
material should also be freed to allow the 
public to decide the price. Otherwise the 
manufacturer ig Hable to be enmeshed be- 
tween one control that is off and one control | 
that is on. He may not want to delay re- 
conversion, but in trying to ascertain how 
price control may react on his market he 
may lose his market. In other words he 
cannot take the risk of getting on with the

and assisted in the hunting down 
and the sinking of nearly a 
submarines in the storm-swept 
North Atlantic, 

Nine of them have been loaned 
to Russia, seven were last re-

dian Navy, and the rest are 
prowling around somewhere in 
the Atlantic, or in British home 
waters, or on convoy in coastal 
patrol jobs 

All the destroyers had been re- 
named with names of towns fa- 
miliar both in Britain and the 
United States. Turned over in 
exchange for defence bases, most 
of them had been built for serv- 
ice.in the first.Great War and 
had to undergo repairs in British 
yards.
